Detailed Office Action 

Status of the Claims 

Acknowledgement is hereby made of receipt and entry of the 
communication filed 09 April, 2007. New claims 9 and 10 
accompanied the response. Claims 3-5, 9, and 10 are pending in 
the instant application. Applicant is advised that newly 
submitted claims 9 and 10 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed 
for the following reasons: the newly presented claims are 
directed toward antibodies which are structurally and 
functionally unrelated to the claimed cyclic peptides, as well 
as, pharmaceutical compositions comprising the cyclic peptide. 
The pharmaceutical compositions consist of . a different 
formulation as compared to the cyclic peptide and constitute a 
different invention. Since applicant has received an action on 
the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 
9 and 10 are withdrawn from further consideration as being 
directed towards a nonelected invention (refer to 37 C.F.R. § 
1.142(b) and M.P.E.P. § 821.03).
